Georgia is not a Klondike, 
its auriferous deposits are rich and 
valuable nevertheless. The estal> 
lishment of the great smelting 
pfant costing $800,000 at Oakdale 
sixty miles from the Tallapoosy 
manes,, ami other late develop- 
ments of our gold mining indus- 
try have brought to light facts 
that will surprise many people. 

There is more or less continu- 
ous gold belts extending through- 
out the Apalachiau range from 
Main to Alabama, but only in the 
southern parts are the deposits ex- 
tensive,, and northern Georgia, as 
has been shown by the official re- 
port of the geological survey of 
W. S. Yeates, state geologist of 
Georgia, by Assistant Geologist 
8, W. Callie, made in 1896, is the 
richest portion of this southern 
belt. 

It was in this favored section 
that gold to the amouns of three 
ounces was first discovered by the 
white man in 1829, and soon after 
placer mining on a considerable 
scale was begun. So- profitable' 
became the working of placer 
claims that the United States gov - 
ernment established a local mint,, 
operated until 1861, for coining 
tho output, which amounted in 
actual coinage during that period 
to $6,113,569. The total product 
of gold to the present time has 
amounted to $16,228,730, in the 
main part from placer mining in 
this section. 

The working of gold mines by 
the most scientific modern methods 
for exit-acting gold by mechanic 
cal and chemical process has given 
a great impetus to Georgia gold 
mining, and the richness of . the 
deposits making the industry one 
of great economic importance.— 
Macon Telegraph.

Round About the House. 

Leather boots and shoes may be 
softened and 'kept from cracking 
by well rubbing them with castor 
oil.

Maxwell, one of the guests of the 
hotel took a pan and made a test 
from the surface of the square m 
front of the Villa and found it to 
be worth about $20 a ton. A few 
lays previous Manuel Howell, col- 
ored, picked up a 25 cent nugget 
on the street. This is why Dah- 
loncga is called the Golden City. 

We were shown the other day 
by ordinary Huff an old.envenlope 
which was made by hand during 
the war out of very inferior paper 
as no other sort could be obtained 
then. The envelope contained the 
address of Capt. James Kelly who 
died in Dahloncga seyeral years 
ago. It was found in one of the 
old wild land books which had been 
sent to Atlanta to be bound. It 
looks strange that it did not get 
lost after being handled so much. 

Capt. W. J. Worley has been 
employed to secure the rights of 
way, etc., for the Gainesville and 
Dahlonega Electric Railway line, 
who is already out discharging 
his duties, causing things to look 
very interesting to all persons 
who feel an interest in this much 
needed enterprise. Judge Mur> 
ray, the president of the railroad 
company, says that there is cer 
tainly a bright future in store for 
Dahloncga— m a short time it will 
have the necessary railroad facilis 
ties, a population before long of 
5,000 inhabitants, with daily pa- 
pers and many other enterprises 
we do not have now. 
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Mr. Howe has secured a num- 
ber of Lumpkin county miners 
and go-no to work on property near 
Murrayville, in Hall, who, we un- 
derstand will erect a small stamp 
mill. 

Wo were shown by J. F. Moore 
tins week some concentrates in 
which we could see the free gold 
plainly. It's true we had to look 
through a magnifying glass, but 
we never saw any this rich before. 

We give space this week to -a 
mining article written to the Man- 
ufacturers Record by Mr. Max- 
well who has been here for som-e 
time making a careful inspection 
of the mining belt of this section, 
which you will find interesting as 
well as correct. 

Work has been suspended on 
the Ashley and Van Vleck dredge 
boat until the latter gentleman 
visits California and inspects the 
boats of that section, so as be able 
to build one for the Chestatee as 
good as any that float in the wa- 
■ters of California or any where 
else. 

The black sand in the Chestatee 
river at the Ashley boat proves to 
be worth ,$18 per ton from a care- 
ful assay recently made. When 
some plan is adopted by which, 
black sand can be saved and suc- 
cessfully treated the biggest kind 
of money will be made in mining 
here. 

The delay in the shipment of 
machinery and the loss of time du- 
ring the rainy days will prevent 
them from getting the water on 
top of Crown Mountain by the 
first of June. It will be two 
weeks later or more. The canal 
was completed and the water turn- 
ed on the wheel at the power 
plant several days ago. 

The large thick vein in the shaft 
on the Standard is still interest-! 
ing them. They have been dril- [ 
ling in it some 'fifteen or twenty! 
feet so we are informed and have j 
not got through it yet. It is low 
grade ore but the quantity is what 
is required to keep a mill moving 
so as to be profitable, and it "looks 
like this will fill the bill. 

Some think that the big vein of 
ore recently struck in the 900 foot 
tunnel is worth .$20 a ton, judging 
from the panning down at the 
Hand. This is very encouraging 
as the month of the tunnel is only 
a short distance above the mill en- 
abling them to dump the ore off 
into the bin whenever they get 
ready at a very nominal cost. 

The freshet last Tuesday caus- 
1 all mining operations to have 
) cease for a day or two. Down 
at the Hand the water got up into 
the mill and over the wheel caus- 
ing the air compressor to stop 
and all the underground hands on 
both the Con. and Standard 
had to quit work. And on Tues- 
day the water was off of the ditch.. 
At the Crown Mountain pumping 
station the levee burstod but was 
repairer! before any damage was 
sustained. 

Logs are being received at the 
Findley for the purpose of build- 
ing a new dam, the present one 
having about rotted down and 
washed away rendering- them una- 
ble to run the mill. Work is still 
■progressing on a tunnel by the 
company endeavoring to strike the 
Findley shoot considerably lower 
than it has ever been reached yet. 
It is slow work, however, as the 
drilling all has to be done by 
Hand. Witt is still in search of 
another rich pocket while Christy 
and Campbell are driving steel and 
looking for the shoot at another 
place. Whether they will succeed 
before the present lease expires oh 
the last of June cannot even be 
guessed at as the pockets are very 

are seventy feet apart. Then again 
they have been found to bo not 
more than ten feet of each other. 



to and about Dahlonega, a portion of 
blip which we publish because it is the 
o.ut|most conserative report of our 
mineral resources we have, seen in 
any newspaper by a nop resident 
spectator. Mr. 'Maxwell came 
to Dahlonega some time ago for 
the purpose of making an examina- 
tion of her gold fields aud has lost 
no time in carrying out the object 
of his visit. Being a practical miner 
he docs not have to guess at any 
thing. Neither does he have to 
rely on any one else. Lei eg pos- 
sessed of this knowledge enables 
him to give reliable information 
about the subject. 

After giving an interesting his 
tory of the first discovery of 
gold here and the establishment of 
a mint and the largo amount of 
yellow metal produced by the Bars 
low mine, Mr. Maxwell tells of 
what is going on now, beginning 
with the Findley ridge, the rich 
shoot in which had just been struck 
at the time be penned his article. 
Ho says: 

"Findley ridge iies about ones 
half mile south «•' Dahloncga. It 
is about 500 feet above the level of 
nearby streams, and is about three 
miles in length.. Although the 
ridge enjoys the reputation of be- 
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present it is a particularly inter- 
esting proposition, inasmuch as 
within the past few days a strike 
of the Findley shoot has opened its 
golden doors again. The shoot 
was lost several years since, but 
J. W.Witt of Dahloncga "struck 
it," and the legends telling of 
pockets not larger than a peck 
measure which produced from fiye 
to eighteen hundred clwts. haye to 
a great extent been confirmed. Mr. 
Witt, with two associates, secured 
a six months' lease oivthe Findley 
mine aud mill from the owners, 
the Dahlonega Consolidated Gold 
Mining Co., and while treating the 
lower-grade ores it yielded good 
returns. Yet, anxious for greater 
gain, work was instituted in search 
of the shoot. The others soon be- 
came discouraged and dropped out, 
but Witt still worked, and present- 
ly struck the lost chord, which the 
former operators had passed over 
and uncovered for a distance of 
250 feet, never hitting the rich 
streak, but in some instances mis- 
sing it only a few inches. The vein 
where I saw it measures about 
eighteen inches, carrying fair value 
upon an average, but near the cen- 
ter of which a streak fangs 
iug from one-fourth to two inches 
thick bristles with gold. Mr. Witt 
put in a pop shot that threw out 
about one cubic foot of the vein. 
That cubic foot of rock was worth 
oyer $'500, and carried the most 
beautiful specimens of free gold 
I have ever seen. White quartz 
with perfect cubes of galena form- 
ing the base for a tangled mass of 
golden wires; little horns of gold, 
from an eighth to half an inch in 
length, and nuggets as large -as an 
English pea congregated to form 
the basis for a fortune. Since 1 
saw the vein Mr. Witt has strips 
pod it, and one little shot threw 
out gold estimated to be worth 
$900. Although his lease runs 
only a few weeks, Mr. Witt will 
earn a competency. 

This can hardly be classed as 
low-grade or surface ore, as the 
old work attained a depth of 800 
feet. In my opinion, the vein . is 
permanent, and no man will ever 
sec the bottom of it. 

Leaving this point and moving 
southwestward upon thesumi*ut of 
the ridge, wo presently encounter 
a cut ftboii t 150 feet deep by 500 
feet long, which crosscuts the for- 
mation of the ridge.' This cut 
paid, or it never would have been 
as its object was the decomposed 
material, and in the bottom the 
ore bodies,- though getting hard, 
still go down,- and undoubtedly 
will be followed or stoped, as a 
tunnel is now being driven at the 
base of the ridge to cut the ore 
bodies at water level. Still west- 
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, foot of a large cut from which lots 
of money was .made. Next we 
cross the Grisconjb, the Preacher, 
| the Col in bia and the Crown Moun- 
j tain, aad here wo will stop again. 
] Upon these properties lies what 
I is regarded as the largest deposits 
j of high grade saprolite in this dis- 
I tried, while here has been opened . 
j another famous -vein known as the 
I "Wallace/" Several tunnels haye 
been driven through the saprolites, 
land the Crown Mountain Gold 
Mining Co., the owner, is about 
j completed a hydraulic plant of 
I large capacity and a 50-stamp mill 
! with which to crush the qnartg, 
] while the -values in the soft mates 
j rial will be amalgamated iu a 
] flume, which will also convoy the 
hard ore to the mill. 

The- Wallace vcia, where now be- 
ing worked, is cut to a depth of 180 
feet. It is throe feet tkie'k, and if 
you will walk along a drift at the 
bottom and hold a candle up to the 
vein you will see particles of gold 
larger than a grain of wheat stick- 
ing there in the white quartz of of 
the vein, and you will feel a natur- 
al inclination to pick out one, 
but will find them securely anchor 
ed, as they were put there when 
the quartz was soft. 

A member of the Crown Moun- 
tain Company called me into the 
i office to show m; specimens from a 
new strike, and as be picked up a 
chunk of quartz, weighing five or 
i six pounds a section of it went to 
j fall off, but it didn't. It was hung 
into the larger piece by a band of 
g0ld/}Vftr a quarter of an inch wide 
— 'just hinged together' with gold. 
Nothing short of final treatment 
will determine the value of a ton 
of this rock, but the average will 
no doubt satisfy the owners. One 
little bar of gold was taken from 
this vein. It weighed over seven 
dwts., while from the Findley bat- 
tery a nugget weighing over'; en 
clwts. was recently taken. 

From the Crown Mountain we 
will follow the summit of the ridge, 
passing over the Capps & Bowcn, 
where prospecting is being carried 
on, aad where the saprolites are al- 
so found as a continuation" of the 
Crown Mountain bodies. Here 
has also been cut a shoot of ore 
measuring 24x24 feet, which gives 
about fiye dwts. per ton average 
on a mill, while assays on the sul- 
phurcts run from $15 to $250. 

A mile further on and wo de- 
scend the point of the ridge, cross- 
ing Cane creek, and approach the 
Barlow cut, previously referred to, 
but here we will stop at the Dog 
Head vein, also the property of the 
Dahlonega Consolidated. This is 
an irregular vein of coarse white 
quartz, through which small yeins 
of hornblende have been shot. 
The vein measures seven feet, so 
far as is known, and large portions 
of it arc encountered which are sol- 
id quartz as white as snow, aaad very 
closely crystalized. 'The deepest 
work here is an incline about six- 
ty feet deep, and I stood at its 
mouth, and as the bucket came up 
I saw particles of gold sticking pro- 
miscuously through the white 
mass. Some of the particles fre- 
quently run over one dwt. In addi- 
tion to the quartz, the hornblende 
often shows free gold, and the 
workmen tell me it runs well. "I 
do not know the value of the .ore as 
a whole, as really not enough work 
has been done thereto, fully dem- 
onstrate it but. I was told by a very 
reliable man that sevctsty -two tons, 
milled, gaye 1,100 in free gold, 
while Mr, Bruce) the foreman, as- 
sured me that he milled Seven and 
one-half tons arid took 800 dwts.j 
the most of which came from the 
battery it .being too coarse to pass 
through the screens. A mad Who 
once took three wagon loads of ore 
uudei a short lease stated that it 
gaye $02 worth of free gold. The 
last shot put into the vein blew 
out; among the others', one rock 
weighing about 150 pounds, and 
there arc half a dozen nuggets half 
as large as a pea sticking in it I 
am satisfied this rock will run oyer 
$1.00 a ton, and that is good
